Lord Charles Horosfowl, speaking of llic 
now American navy te-day, said tlie ore 
ation of u powerful navy by tho United 
States would mako a serious change in the 
balaneu of military power at sea. During 
several ycara there has been carried on 
under the auspices of the two Americi 
military ilciiarlniciils a study of procei, 
iiigshy which a navy may besl bo i reated, 
and of the modes of iiianufacluro of heavy 
guns with wliicli it sliould be arnieii. A 
lieginniiig of the manufacture has been 
made, «iid I hese cH'urts will uiidoubl eilly 
be continued. \ ll«et which sliiiiild 
have eight ironclads in tho Paeitlc and I'J 
in the Atlantic would rival that of any 
but the stronger naval iiuweis of Kiiropo. 
The present secret a' y of lho United St ales 
navy aims at nothing sharl of this. In ad 
ditiim, hi! w.oitsan cipial number of coast 
defence ironcliuis, carrying guns of tlio 
largest calibre. The fact that siicli a 
scheino Is reoeiviug the hearty aiiproval of 
the American people Is of great inumcnl. 
No doubt, tho Un'ted States are not yet 
strongly infected wilh the aiivoe les of 
iiuval reparation jini defence. The I'liitcd 
.<t ales arc not willing, in I his age of ariiiii.'s 
mill navies. to leave cilhi'r the 
P.irillc iir the Atlaiilic seiboard ex- 
iiu.scd lo siiiiio iiiiex|iocl eil atluck ; 
lull I'hiropean stratngislH arc resiiiiiiriilile 
for advising their own goveriinieiits uiiiin 
matters of attack anddefoiice, though tiiey 
will doubtless assumo on die part of the 
I'nlteil .States a pacillc and non-iuterfor- 
ingiiolicy as regards Hurope, yet will bo 
unable to le ivo out of .tboir - caloulations 
1 ho oxistenoo of these Amorioad ships of 
war. They nro nn addition to lho total 
available forces of po.ssible friends or en- 
emies, uiiii tho result will lie sunnoror later 
a further increase of Kui'U|iean demands.

Hah was tbo only 
man burl,, and it is regarded as a mirucle 
that many -were not killed outright. As 
soon as Bho atruck the .McKonzIe lho Oro- 
gou atlcnipted lo back, but her broken 
iruQ work was in the Iron sides of the sail- 
ing vcssol, BO that only after several hours' 
Work did she suooood in disentangling her- 
self. I, . . . 

Tho staterooms and steerage of the 
steamship wore all filled with passengers, 
who wero thrown out tho instant the crash 
caiiio aud soon the decks wero crowded 
with excited iDdivIduals, all anxious to 
learn lho cause.

A BJSnUF UN GAMBLING. 

A dignitary of the Cliuroh of Eng- 
land has been uocusoil of encouraging 
gambling. Some obaurvaliona wliioh tho 
liiahop of I'oterljoiuiigli mado at a dio- 
ceaan ooiifcroiice havo berii coiistniotl lo 
moan tliat ho could aoc no sin in liotlini;. 
This unfortunate! utterance luia given 
many good and well-nieauiMg poraoiis, 
and many othora who uunnot bo truth- 
fully described as either good or well- 
meaning, occaaicm lo aaysoiiie very hard 
Ihinga uboiil tho llisliop and his toacli- 
ings. In an explanatory article in the 
Fortnightly Review, tlie Bishop waya 
that he has brought on himself a perfect 
storm of abuse: 

"Indignant and mostly incoherent 
letters iuivc fallen upon me like a 
shower uf rockets. Post curds have 
been flying about nie like a cloud of 
mosquitoes. The screams of angry 
preachers have mingled with the groans 
of their excited liearers and tlio sob- 
bing and wailing of pious and unony- 
Dtous writers in tho press, as they have 
one and all denounced the 'absurdity,' 
.the 'cynicism,' the 'niischieviousucaa,' 
the 'horribleuess' and even the 'athe- 
ism' of my utterances." 

. It will be inferred from this that Uis 
Lordship of Peterborough does not take 
very meekly the rebukes that ho has 
heard and read, and the denunciations 
of whioli lie liaa Ijeeii tlie object. He 
doea not. lie is iiulignaiit not Ijccauae 
peoide are shocked at what be did say, 
but because they persist in attributing 
to him words which he never uttered. 
He knows only too well t hut it is use- 
less to correct tlie inia(iuotation3, or to 
try to remove the misunderstandings, 
for llie misrepresentations would bo re- 
peated after ho had made the attempt 
aa often and as confidently as if the cor- 
rection had never been made. Thia is 
an evil under the sun. There are wri- 
ters and speakers, wlio when they get 
hold of a misquotation or a alaudcr hold 
OM to it witli woudei'ful tenacity. 'I'lioy 
will obstinately ignore all corrections 
and repeat the incorrect version, or the 
lie as often as they have occasion to 
deal wilh the subject with whi''h it is 
comiected. Kot to put the stupid or 
the maligiiaiit hov/lers right, but in de- 
ference to persons whu.-ie opinions he is 
bound to respect, the Bishop of Peter- 
borough publishes Ins correction and his 
defence in the Fortnightly Review. 

In the first place he explains that he 
did not say that he "could ace no sin in 
betting." What he did say was that 
while lie regarded all gambling as sinful 
he could not say that all bottini; was, 
under . all circumstances, sinful. This, 
us the reader sees, is a very different 
thing. Dr. ^Mageu makes a distinction 
between "gambling" and "betting. " 
All gambling, he says, is sinful, l)ul 
there is some betting which is not sinful. 
But there are good people wlio believe 
that gambling and betting are conver- 
tible terms, and that wlien the Bishop 
characterized gambling as sinful he con- 
demned himself when lie said that liet- 
ting under any conceivable circum- 
stances was iKd sinful. 

The Bishop deliiies gambling a.s ex- 
cessive betting in tho same way as 
gluttony is excessive eating. It is only 
fair to him to say tliiil he limits and 
(|iialitic.i hi.i ilelinition in sucli a way 
thai the oidinaiy ruailcr ciiines to the 
conclusion that tho lioltiiig « hi.'h ho 
would permit as being not sinful is very 
innocent betting indeed, and' that the 
i;ambler would regard his concession us 
worth nothing at all us u justification of 
his practices. Ho says : I nave not 
defended all, nor indeed any betting ; 
for even of that kiml and amount of 
it which I could not say that I 
regarded as sinful I have said while it 
is often foolish, tiiat it also often brings 
us near to tho sin of gambling— a sin 
against which I spoke as strongly as 
any of my critios cinil.l speak — and that 
it is far .Siifor iiomt to bri." 

Tlic Bishop enters into a Umg and 
elaborate argument to show that bet- 
ting is not a sin "per se," or rather he 
meets the objections of those who hold 
betting to bo a sin in itself, seriatim. 
His arguinents are very ingoni uih, but 
it appears to ns, for tho kind and the ile- 
groes of betting which he would allow, 
it is good logic wasted. If bolting 
never went further than the liiah- 
op of Peterborough woidd permit, 
no one would think it worth 
Ilia while to .sa)' a word about the piii 
lice. It is liouauso innocent bollii 
leads to betting nnd other forms of 
gambling which are not innocent that it 
is objectionable. The Bishop in his 
article does not meet this objection, 
although we have no doubt ho would be 
at no loss to lind an answer to it that 
would be plaii.-iibio if strii-l moralists 
would not regard it aa conclusive. Tho 
danger of tho apparently innocent bol- 
ting which ho would allow, in our 
opinion, lies in this, that it iielpa to 
form tho gambling habit and to rouse 
.■ and strengthen the gambling iiistii; ;t 
which is so strong in .■icjino natnroH, 

The Bishop of I'olorliorougli answers 
those who say that ho might lo liavo 
bueii silent on a <lolicalo <juestioii of 
this kind, because anything ho might 
»»y would bo likely to bo misunderatood 
«nd miBrepreaenlod, as f( Ibiwa : 

Well, in tho liist pl loe, I could not, 
and ought not, 1 think, to have hold my 
touguo when such a subject was debated 



in my preueiioe on an occasion when 
ihoae present looked, ami had a right to 
look, to .lie for such light and guidance 
as I coidd give them u|)on it. Being 
llnis Ijound to apeak, 1 wua surely Iwuinl 
to say wliat I honnall}' believed lobe 
llio truth. 1 cannot ' lie for God.' " 

This is convlusivc. It was his duty 
to speak, and when ho spoke he was 
bound to speak the truth as ho saw it. 
lie must have known that what he said 
was unpleasant lo many of hia hearers, 
but that ought not, and did not, prevent 
him from speaking freely and frankly, 
[f there were fewer conccftlments in de- 
liberative bodies it would bo best for 
ovory cause that is really good. 

What tho Bishop says afterwards in 
this connection is worthy tho serious 
thought of many who desire to bo re- 
•."ormcrs in these days. Tt is this; — 

"In the next x>tace I would observe 
chat for rashness and mischief there are 
lew tliinga to compare with tho inanu- 
lactui e of artificial sins. To say of 
inyibing which we cannot prove to be 
•learly siiiful that it is sin, is to risk 
icrious injury to the oonscieaco and 
iiiorals of those who hear ua— tliia dan- 
ger and this injury, that when they 
oome to discover that wliat we have 
■ Icnounced as sin is really no sin, men 
lose ioonfideaCa in our teaching and 
varning^'aiB'to what may really be sins. 
We have been in such a case hanging 
out false lights and may, alasl have by. 
so doing caused more than one grievous 
shipwreck of faith and morals." 

It must not be thought that the 
Bishop would tolerate gambling clubs 
and gambling hells. Ho would have all 
sucli places siiiiprcssed and the keepers 
of them punished. Ho would go fur- 
ther in this iliicclion than many reform- 
ers, particularly l'".nglish reforinera, 
think necessary or even expedient. He 

in see no difference between gambling 
on tho turn of a c u d and gambling on 

1 iie speed of a horse. Ho c(ni.'!ei|uently 
would not only cloao all gambling houses, 
but ( he would drive the gambler off 
the race course. He would liot ullo«^ 
excessive betting to be carried on there, 
and there arc friends of the Kngliah 
turf who believe that if the reform 
which the I'.ishop of Poioi-l.oiuugli iudi- 
cites were honestly carried out, racing 
ivoiild become both safer and more re- 
spectable than it is now. The article 
is vigorously written, and is evidenlly 
the production of an honest and cour- 
ageous man. Any one who reads ilcare- 
I'ully will oxiiiiorato tho Bishop from 
having the sliglitest desire to justify or 
10 countenance what is generally known 
as gambling.
